“Three days alter the Tribune 
story was published the Japs 
changed their code." Representative 
Holland said in another of several 
speeches criticizing the three papers | 
and their publishers. j

■ "Through the unthinking and 
wicked misuse of freedom ol the 
pixss. by the Tribune, our side had 
been deprived of a military advan- 
tage of enormous utility,"’ Holland 
Continued.

Tribune did not violate the Espi- ' 
onage Act In publishing the Midway I 
story, but added; * j 

"In the proceedings, the Chicago' 
Tribune convinced Itself of practlc- 1 
l,ru: a journalistic confidence game, | 
along with its fellow partners of the ■ 
vermin press, the Washington Time- 
Herald and the Ne"w York Daily! 
News. 

"Robert McCormick blandly plead- 
ed. In the defense of his newspaper 
itory, that they were not culled from 
naval intelligence documents. Al - 1 
though the story stated that it .was 1 
based on Information received from | 
■naval Intelligence' and was printed j 
under a Washington dale line, ihej 
Chicago Tribune said that was Just 
done to decelve-lls readers". | 



Speculates on Action. 

' *T wonder," Holland continued, 
“whether the military branches of 
the Government wanted a true bill 
returned? ... Is it not possible 
that when our naval ofllcers and ; 
our legal ofllcers sat down to work 
out their case against the Tribune, 
>t became plain to them that the 
trial of the case would reveal, of 
necessity, how that code came into 
our possession and other secrets of 
naval Intelligence — not already re- 
vealed by the traitorous triumvirate, 
the New York Dally News, the . 
"Washington Times-Herald and the 
Chicago Tribune — which the Japs . 
would gladly sacrifice a battleship 
to learn?" 

Mr. Holland said "three days be- j 
fore Pearl Harbor, these jackals of ] 
Journalism secured and published I 
our master plan of war, delivered i 
to the President under the signature I 
of the chief of naval operations and j 
the chief of staff of the Army.” {

"He (Col. McCormick) may un- 
consciously be a friend of Hitler be- > 
cause when a man's hate becomes so j 
great that he hates a certain indi- 1 
vidual and loses all reasoning power, 
which I believe the Pattersons and j 
Col. McCormick have, they may feel 
that any thing they can do for Hit- 
ler or to disrupt our war effort Is 
going to embarrass our commander 
In chief.’-' I
